Here we liave the evil df 
private capitalisnu A man so val¬ 
uable that he can command such a 
salary would be of great benefit to 
hununity if his talents were em¬ 
ployed for the benefit of all imitead 
of for tlie bogging of wealth awav 
from the people b'- a few individual 
capitalists. SiKh a crazy system 
humanity submits to live imder! 

The London correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribunc, sends in this testi¬ 
mony to tliat paper: “Tlie growth 
of Soipalism this year in Great 
Britain.

S OCIaI^DEMCCKATS know that ctinif is very largely the re¬ 
sult of had economic conditions .and wrong environments. 
And graft is only one of tlie many fonns of crime. _ VVe be¬ 
lieve that in regard to graft an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. * -- 

Yet nevertheless it is an oldma.xim that the true sanction of laws 
Is to be found in penal legislation. If that sanction is wanting, the 
law will soon lose its power. 

• • « 

For many centuries tlie kings were the nuinstay of the law. Be¬ 
ing the masters of society in their time, it fell to them to punish in¬ 
fractions of the law. 

With the advent of democracy in modem times, institutions 
went back to the old Germanic principle of investing the people them- 
adves. or at least a class of citizens, with judicial powers. 

The institution of the jnry means putting the people on the 
bench—or to speak more correctly, putting on the bench tliat class of 
citizens from whom the jury is taken. 

« « * 

Otir political institutions and onr legal machinery were inherited 
'from Eng 1 ai)d. 

In England for a long time the jury was returned from the aris¬ 
tocracy, or the aristocratic portion of the nation. In England the 
aristoi -acy formerly made all the laws and to no sinall ex¬ 
tent ft'll makes them. The Uoui'u of Lords is the Supreme Court of 
Gticat L'-itain, and everybody has a right to ask for a "jury of his 
peers”—his eqiuls—to sit in judgment ov-cr him. It fell to the aris¬ 
tocracy to punish all infractions of the laws. But everything that 
tended to strengthen and maintain the rule of that class was not pun¬ 
ished, no matter liow great a crime. Until recently, England con¬ 
stituted an aristocratic republic. 

In the L’nited States every citizen is qualified to he an elector and 
a juror, and is eligible to ofiice—at least in theory. The jury system, 
as it is understood in America, appears theoretically to Iw the direct 
consequence of tlic sovereignty of tlie people and of universal suf¬ 
frage. 

• « * 

However, in reality the reins of the government have long since 
dipped from the hands of the common people and into the grasp of 
the capitalists. This oligarchs-, at least in the large cities, rales and 
exploits the people with the help of criminal politicians and thieves of 
bvery description, who act as the agents and tools of corporate wealth 
in d^ing with the demos. For in this case, as in every- otlier case in 
bistory, while all real power has long been udeen away from the peo¬ 
ple—and while the plutocrat can commit no crime against the lower 
classes that is not condoned by the courts or at least expunged by his 
fawycra—Jhe old fonns have still been conserved. 

We still elect judges. But the big business men, and particularly 
the Bar Association, pick them out for us. 

We still liave juries. But a jury commission, appointed by the 
Judges at the recommendation of “business men,” malm uc the panels. 

In short, we still have the foftns of democracy. Therefore the poli¬ 
ticians and tlie "heelers”'are still a necessary adjunct of our plutocracy. 
* «. « 

But the hollowness and the sham of it all has never beat shown 
10 clearly as in.Mihvaukee during tlie recent so-called graft investiga¬ 
tions. - 

During the long and rotten rule of David S. Rose, graft and oor- 
raption reached sura mgantic dimensions that “something had to be 
'done.” Particularly ance whatever was left of the dvic oon^ence 
■nd public hooestv had been aroused by the patient and continuous 
agitation of the Social-Democracy. 

It was never intended that the p-aft investigators should do more 
than go “through the motions” again, at they Ind done several tiroes 
in the past And the state's attorney at that time, one William H. Ben- 
aett, never meant that the mvestigation ihonld go any further. 

But unfortunately, or rather fortunately, Bennett got side. 'And 
as the unexpected sometimes happens, bis assistant, an energetic and 
bri^t young man, took the investigation seriously. 

We -all know the rest. There were indictments. There were ar- 
seats. There were trials. Yet when it came to summing it all up,

The condition of the most 
exploited and oppressed workers, in 
the most remote places of the earth, 
iarriubly lends to drag down all the 
workers of the world lo the same 
level. The tendency of the competi¬ 
tive wage system is lo make labor's 
lowest condition the mcasarc or rule 
of iu universal conditun. InJmtry 
and _ liaancc^ are no longer national, 
blit international, both in or^nieation 
and results. The chief significance of 
national boundaries and of the so- 
called utriutiam which the ruling 
class of each nation is seeking to re¬ 
vive, is the power which these give 
lo capitalists to keep the workers of 
the world from uniting, and to throw 
them against each other in the strug¬ 
gle of contending rapit.ilists for the 
control of the yet nncxploited mar¬ 
kets of the world, or the remaining 
somcca of profit ] 

'flic Social-Democratic movdment 
thcTcforc, is a world movement It! 
knows of no conflicts of interest be¬ 
tween the workers of one nation and 
the workers of another. It stands for 

i he freedom of the workers of all na- 
ions; and, in so standing, it makes 
for the fn'I freedom of all humanity.

The Social-Democratic moTcmeiit 
owes its birth and growth to that 
economic development of world-pro¬ 
cess which is rapidly separating a 
working or producing class from a 
poucssing or capitalist class.

Such meantres of relief 
aa we may be able to force from capi¬ 
talism are but a preparation of 
workers to seize the whole powers of 
imerament, in order Ihat they may 
thereby lay hold of the whole system 
of iodastry, and thus come into theit 
rightful imieritaiice. 

To this end we pledge ourselves, as 


the party of the arerking clasi, to gsa 
aU ^itical power, as fast at it shall 
be antrnated to ns by onr fellow-wdtli- 
cr* both for their ultimate and com¬ 
plete emancipation. To' ^s end wa 
appeal to all the workers of America 
and to all who will lend their lima / 
lo the service of the workers in tbdr ' 
straggle to gain their owi^ and to afl 
who will nobly and disintcrcstetBy 
give their days and energiea unto tha 
workers' cause, to cast their let sad 
iaith arith the Social-Democralia 
party.
